Santa Ana tacked a slogan to the masthead today and 
started out after a new junior college plant. The slogan 
was: “It’s our duty to our young people!” A group of 22 
representative business and professional people from Santa 
Ana met at Daniger’s cafe for luncheon yesterday, discussed 

"Hhe junior college situation, and 
unanimously adopted a resolu¬ 
tion asking the board of education 
for action. 

The board was asked to appoint 
an impartial committee for the 
purpose of ascertaining facts about 
the junior college situation, to 
find several possible sites for a 
new plant, to obtain data as 
to the number, size and equip¬ 
ment of the various buildings and 
grounds needed, and to give an 
estimate of probable costs. 

Every service club, fraternal 
group and civic organization in 
Santa Ana was unofficially repre¬ 
sented at the meeting, although 
those present acted solely as indi¬ 
viduals. 

Enrollment Drops 

Facts concerning the status of 
the junior college at present were 
outlined in support of the resolu¬ 
tion. 

Enrollment has dropped from 
749 in 1932-33 to 609 today. 

Students are required to attend 
classes in one antedated building, 
and in makeshift quarters else¬ 
where. 

The junior college supports no 
athletic grounds, no auditorium, no 
experimental laboratories in prac¬ 
tical sciences, no gymnasium and 
no campus. 

No estimate was made as to the 
probable cost of a bond election 
for a new junior college plant, al¬ 
though it was pointed out federal 
funds probably could be obtained 
easily under provisions of the new 
$500,000,000,000 work-relief bill 
outlined by President Roosevelt. 
Low Interest 

Under work-relief plans, 60 per 
cent of the cost would be donated 
by the federal government, and 
the remainder could be borrowed 
at a rate of interest under 2 per 
cent. 

The resolution, however, did not 
request the board of education to 
call a bond election, but merely to 
appoint a fact-finding committee, 
which would report back to the 
board and to the public. 

The resolution, and a letter set¬ 
ting forth the principles of the 
group and its members, will be 
presented to the board at its next 
meeting, Monday night, Chairman 
J. P. Baumgartner said.

Rising Water 


Henry Faust Will Seek 
Webb Ruling to Make 
Games Legal 


Fear of a flood swept closer to 
Orange county today as water rose 
rapidly in the Santa Ana river 
and a warm rain in the mountains 
started melting snow which runs 
off through the river. 

Rivers of water ran through 
streets and groves throughout the 
county as rainfall of torrential 
proportions continued throughout 
the day. Strong Currents of water 
undermined houses in the Mexican 
colony on West Fifth street and 
threatened those in Delhi. Orange 
groves stood two feet deep in 
water. Acres of land formed lakes 
in which citrus trees dipped their 
branches. A bridge washed out in 
Aliso canyon. Traffic was tied up, 
cars were stalled. 

Under the Fifth street bridge 
the water was flowing from levee 
to levee in the Santa Ana river. 

Thousands of tons of water may 
sweep down the Santa Ana river, 
inundating large areas in Orange 
county, if the warm rain in the 
mountains continues to melt the 
snow. 

Santiago creek ran full, bank to 
bank, and threatened damage to 
the WPA park project here. Of¬ 
ficials said the water at 1 p. m. 
stood at four and one-half feet, 
but the channel was so filled with 
debris that it was impossible to 
measure the speed. 

The ground is not capable of ab¬ 
sorbing much water at the present 
time, because of the recent rains 
which have left the soil full of

WASHINGTON. UP) — A house 
committee today set Tuesday for 
first congressional consideration of 
President Roosevelt’s history-mak¬ 
ing court reform plan. Its tem- 
petuous reception foretold a bitter 
battle on capitol hill. 

"We'll take their bahy and look 
at it,” said Chairman Sumners 
(D., Tex.) of the judiciary com¬ 
mittee. 

He added that two phases of the 
judicial reorganization program— 
those dealing with retirement of 
supreme court justices and inter¬ 
vention of the government when 
constitutional questions were in¬ 
volved—had started on their way 
through congress "before all this 
hell broke loose.” 

Victory Predicted 

While stunned Democratic lead¬ 
ers predicted an eventual, if hard- 
won victory, and pledges of sup¬ 
port outnumbered protests, Sena¬ 
tors Van Nuys (D., Ind.) and 
Burke (D., Neb.) said they would 
ask the senate judiciary committee 
to invite supreme court justices 
to testify. But they thought the 
jurists might withhold any views 
on the President’s proposal for a 
possible increase in the high court 
membership from nine to 15. 

The justices themselves con¬ 
tinued a tight-lipped silence. Chief 
Justice Hughes sent word through 
his secretary he would have noth¬ 
ing to say. 

The supreme court issued orders

ABie punch board war is over. 

Owner Henry Faust today start¬ 
ed out picking up his boards. 
When he is through Orange coun¬ 
ty will have no more. 

Sheriff Logan Jackson’s drive 
against the long-odds contrap¬ 
tions, climaxed yesterday when he 
bluntly told police chiefs to clean 
the boards out of their cities, 
ended when Faust called him this 
morning. 

Ap|>eal to Webb 

He told the sheriff his men 
would pick them up immediately. 

His battle to permit operation 
of the boards, he intimated, will 
be carried to a higher authority 
• Attorney General U. S. Webb— 
in an attempt to secure a ruling 
which would allow the boards to 
continue. 

In the meantime, he will abide 
by Sheriff Jackson's interpreta¬ 
tion of Webb's request to “stop 
petty gambling." 

The sheriff pointed out again 
that his drive is not directed 
against the proprietors of places 
in which the hoards are run. Al¬ 
though he has confiscated about 
50 of the devices, he has made no 
arrests, and will make none. 

Illegal Payoff 

In each case of seizure, he said, 
deputies played them and were 
paid off illegally when they found 
winning numbers. 

He told Faust today he "want¬ 
ed to play fair" and had made 
no arrests. Merely carrying out 
orders of the attorney general, he 
said, his drive would be continued 
until boards were gone. 

Yesterday at a conference with 
District Attorney W. F. Menton 
and Police Chief Floyd Howard of 
Santa Ana the sheriff laid down 
his edict to police chiefs, which 
resulted in Faust's action today. 

The Journal, only Santa Ana 
paper to carry reports of the con¬ 
ference, reported Chief Howard’s 
answer, to the effect his men 
would “inform operators of punch 
boards of the rules governing their 
use.” 

Tango Banned 

The successful drive against 
punch boards came after several 
months of activity by the sheriff’s 
deputies and under-cover men. 

Last December Jackson closed 
all tango parlors, chip games and 
penny games in the county coast 
amusement area, principally Seal 
Beach and Balboa. It was the 
third time in two years the games 
had been closed. They barred 
their doors voluntarily, after a 
warning from officials. 

A few weeks later came the 
county-wide drive against so- 
called "pin-games,” or marble 
games. Armed with District At¬ 
torney Menton’s ruling the games 
were gambling devices as operated 
at present, Jackson confiscated 
several, warned owners of more 
stringent action to follow. 

Faust, who had virtually a 
county monopoly on the business 
padlocked his own machines more 
than a month ago. 

Then two weeks ago came the 
sheriff's drive against punch 
boards, following on the heels of 
a series of articles explaining 
operation of the devices, which 
appeared in The Journal.

Disaster Cost Untold 
Millions; Dreary 
Picture Remains

The gigantic task of rehabilita¬ 
tion—far surpassing the after- 
math of the San Francisco earth¬ 
quake and fire in 1906—forged 
ahead with quickening pace today 
through the flood-ravaged Ohio 
river valley. 

Federal and state officials 
counted the coat in fabulous mil¬ 
lions. 

All down the 1,000-mile trail, 
from Pittsburgh to Cairo, Ill., 
"clean up” legions of WPA work¬ 
ers pushed the mud and muck- 
fouled debris back to the river. 

Refugees Stunned 

And slowly, a vast army of 
nearly a million refugees began 
to realize the stunning individual 
effects of the disaster as they 
found what the river had done to 
their homes. 

With the crisis about ended, a 
dreary picture of ruin remained— 
buildings collapsed—houses gone, 
swept away by the tidal yellow 
waters, or sagging drukenly on 
undermined foundations — and 
everywhere, from cellar to attic, 
a thick coating of mud and slime 
and filth. 

Mops, brooms and hoses were 
brought into action in the nation's 
great "spring cleaning"- a hercu- i 
lean labor which officials said 
would take three to six months, j 
at an estimated cost of $250 per 
home. Approximately 400,000 
hemes and buildings were dam¬ 
aged in the 12-day flood emer¬ 
gency period. 

Threat Remains 

Survey of the stricken areas 
teday disclosed that officials still 
had no idea what the ultimate 
cost will be. 

Increased flow from the Missis¬ 
sippi above Cairo retarded reces- i 
sion of record crests today and 
kept alive a waning threat to the 
valley’s flood defenses. 

The peak of the burden shoved 
into the Mississippi from the Ohio 
valley was miles below Cairo to¬ 
day but the waters’ retreat was 
so slow army engineers said levees 
as far south as Helena, Ark., 
would be vulnerable for many 
days.

The couple will spend their 
honeymoon in Italy and then go 
to the United States, where Vit- 
tcrio, with ambitions to become an 
Italian motion picture producer, 
will study the film industry in 
Hollywood. 


SAN FRANCISCO. (iP>—Ameri¬ 
can merchant ships sailed the Pa¬ 
cific today after three months in 
which the American flag was 
scarcely seen on the world’s great¬ 
est ocean. 

The liner President Hayes put 
out from Honolulu at 2:15 a. m. 
today, the first regular sailing of 
a merchant ship from a Pacific 
port since the 98-day maritime 
strike was called. 

The Dollar liner gained the jump 
on hundreds of other vessels seek¬ 
ing to be the first to put to sea 
since the ending of the strike re¬ 
opened American west coast and 
island ports. She sailed for the 
Orient. 

In California ports negotiators 
sought to smooth out several re¬ 
maining disputes which in one case 
threatened to disrupt the newly 
bom peace.

1916 Flood Here 
Spread Havoc 


NORFOLK, Va. (A>>—The crew 
of a burning schooner, the William 
A. Morse, was taken aboard the 
S. S. Tela in heavy seas off 
Charleston, S. C., early today as 
coast guard cutters hurried to the 
aid of two other ships with broken 
rudders. 

Coast guard division headquar¬ 
ters here said the Tela reported at 
5 a. m. that the fire was still 
raging aboard the schooner, whose 
home port is listed as St. Thomas, 
Virgin Islands, and that it would 
be a “total loss.” 

Two freighters, the El Occidente 
and the S. S. Riegel, were drifting 
with broken rudders in heavy seas 
running before a northeaster along 
this section of the Atlantic coast. 


DETROIT. CP)—Conferees seek¬ 
ing an agreement that will per¬ 
mit reopening of all General 
Motors strike - bound plants 
throughout the country apparent¬ 
ly were still deadlocked today on 
the question of union recognition 
as sole collective bargaining 
agency in the 20 plants closed 
by strikes. 

There was no official statement 
of what constituted the stumbling 
block in the way of a settlement 
but the union demand that it be 
named sole collective bargaining 
agency was known to have been 
virtually the only point discussed 
so far. 

Governor Murphy has not yet 
replied to the sheriff’s telegram 
of yesterday asking whether na¬ 
tional guard troops would be 
placed at his disposal to compel 
evacuation of two Fisher body 
plants. 


Fifty-three thousand acres of Orange county land were 
inundated by the disastrous 1916 flood. Tons of water 
poured out of the Santa Ana river canyon, thundered over 
the river banks, and spread destruction throughout the wide, 
fertile county valley. Four inches of rain fell within 24 
hours immediately preceding the’ 
flood. Within eight hours after 
the river first burst its banks at 
Yorba, 50,000 acres of land were 
submerged. 

In eight hours today it rained 
two* inches — bringing Orange 
ccunty perilously close to a repeti¬ 
tion of the 1916 debacle. The total 
12-hour rainfall is 2.75 inches! 

In 1916 railroad tracks were 
>vashed out, homes were flooded, 
bridges fell and entire towns were 
cut off from gas, electricity and 
water service. 

The toll to agriculture was ter¬ 
rific. Agricultural loss alone esti¬ 
mated at $1,833,500. Damage to 
highways was $81,500. Damage 
to utilities, railroads and industry, 
while not computed, was extreme¬ 
ly high. 

The 1916 flood was more costly, 
because it was followed in 19 days 
by a second flood, of equally ser¬ 
ious proportions. 

Four inches in 24 hours—and 
after that the flood! Two more 
inches of rain and Orange county 
will be worrying over duplication 
of the 1916 disaster. 


S. E. Fusco, Fullerton citrus 
packer and shipper, yesterday 
afternoon was given two weeks in 
which to destroy or recondition 
frozen oranges. 

He was granted the extension 
when District Attorney W. F. 
Menton, representing the state de¬ 
partment of agriculture, consent¬ 
ed to two weeks’ delay in condem¬ 
nation proceedings. 

T. D. McCall, state standardiza¬ 
tion inspector, and Roy E. Black 
and R. J. Starbuck, Orange county 
agricultural inspectors, had issued 
a citation against 731 boxes of as- 
sertedly frozen fruit held by 
Fusco. 

Fusco is now sorting the fruit 
in an attempt to eliminate enough 
of the damaged oranges to make 
the lot conform to state standards, 
it was reported.

(Ktlitnr'n note.—This is the second 
of a series of articles on distinctive 
or unusual measures pending in the 
state legislature.) 


SACRAMENTO. (A>> — Citizens 
of California are given the power 
to compel their elected officials to 
carry out their statutory duties 
in assembly bill 309 introduced by 
Ernest O. Voight, Los Angeles. 

The proposed amendment to the 
judiciary code puts teeth into Cali¬ 
fornia's law requiring police and 
prosecuting officers to “diligently 
inform against and prosecute" of¬ 
fenders. 

Three citizens of any county are 
given the power to notify these of¬ 
ficers, through the county clerk, 
that law is being violated. If the 
officers fail to take proper action 
within 48 hours the attorney gen¬ 
eral is required to proceed against 
them. Failure to perform their 
prescribed duties is a misde¬ 
meanor. 

Electric Fences 

S. B. 120 by Senator Garrison, 
Modesto: 

Specifies the manner in which 
an electrified fence may be erected 
The maximum current allowed 
would be 7V2 watts at a voltage 
not to exceed 120 volts. Such a 
current would be regulated by an 
interrupter that would stop the 
flow of current for two seconds 
after it has passed through the 
fence wires for one second. 

The bill provides that nothing in 
the section would affect any cause 
of action for damages arising out 
of an electrified fence where the 
above profisions are not allowed. 

Married Woman's Rights 

A. B. 624 by Assemblyman Ful¬ 
cher, Lookout: 

Provides that a married woman 
would have the right to seek dam¬ 
ages for the loss of the society 
and services of her husband be¬ 
cause of injuries wrongfully in¬ 
flicted upon him. The woman is 
given the right to bring such an 
action separately or jointly, in an 
action brought by her husband. 

A. B. 270 by Assemblyman 
Hawkins, Los Angeles: 

Counties and cities would be 
made responsible for any damage 
done to persons or property, by 
mobs or riots, within their corpo¬ 
rate limits. 

Pardons for Felons 
A. B. 277 by Assemblyman John¬ 
son, Berkeley: 

Provides that in the case of a 
person twice convicted of a fel¬ 
ony, application for pardon or 
commutation of sentence must be 
made directly to the governor. If 
the governor finds merit in the 
case he so notifies the supreme 
court, in writing, and forwards to 
the clerk of that court all of the 
papers and records, including 
those in support of and those op¬ 
posed to the application. 

If a majority of the court rec¬ 
ommend executive- clemency the 
case is then referred back to the 
governor. If they do not recom¬ 
mend clemency the papers remain 
in the files of the court, automat¬ 
ically closing the case. 

Blacksmith Shop 

S. B. 292 by Senator Pierovich, 
Jackson: 

This bill would provide an ap¬ 
propriation of $15,000 for the pur¬ 
chase of the James W. Marshall 
pioneer museum and blacksmith 
shop at Kelsey and their removal ! 
to the James W. Marshall state ! 
park, near Coioma, El Dorado j 
county. The money would be ex- I 
oended by the state park com- j 
mission. 

A. B. 1036 by Assemblyman 
Tenney, Inglewood: 

Reference to books and docu¬ 
ments, by a witness, would be al¬ 
lowed under this amendment to 
the code of civil procedure. The 
amendment specifically provides, 
"a witness may refresh his mem¬ 
ory respecting a fact by referring 
to and explaining any book, docu¬ 
ment or any physical objects pro¬ 
duced and present in court.”

LONDON. IA>l—The Duke of 
Windsor’s sister, the Princess 
Royal Mary, received last minute 
advice before her departure today 
for Enzesfeld on a secret mission 
to help the abdicated monarch 
solve his financial problems 

Princess Mary, accompanied by 
her husband, the Earl of Hare- 
wood, also was believed to have 
been entrusted by the govern¬ 
ment with the delicate mission of 
putting the Duke’s exile on a more 
stable and even quieter basis. 

Edward was decribed in author¬ 
itative reports from Enzesfeld as 
anxious to complete the financial 
settlement—either from the na¬ 
tional treasury or the royal income 
—as he plans to wed Mrs. Wallis 
Simpson April 27, the day it is 
now expected her divorce will be¬ 
come final.

Nearing cloudburst proportions, 
one of the heaviest rainfalls in 
years hit Santa Ana this morning 
when 1.85 inches were recorded 
between 7:30 and 11 a. m. This 
boosted the total for the storm to 
2.76 inches, and the seasonal total 
to 12.38 inches, as compared to 
1.86 inches at this time last year. 

Anaheim received a heavy fall, 
with 1.42 inches recorded between 
8 and 10:45 a. m. Similar heavy 
recordings were reported from 
other areas. La Habra and other 
northern Orange county communi¬ 
ties recorded nearly one and one- 
half inches up to 8 o'clock this 
morning, with rain falling steadily 
since that time expected to raise 
the storm's total to near the three- 
inch mark before nightfall.

Small craft warnings were 
raised at Newport Harbor at 8

eluding classrooms and labora¬ 
tories, is entirely housed in the 
basement of the old Willard build¬ 
ing on North Main street. 

Students are forced to undergo 
extreme crossing hazards due to 
the traffic on North Main street, 
especially because of the necessity 
of each student going from one lo¬ 
cation to another on an average of 
three times a day. 

Traffic Hazard 

Because of the widely scattered 
nature of these facilities, it is im¬ 
possible to schedule classes within 
the usual intermission periods be¬ 
cause of the great distances and 
hazards between these classrooms, 
which is especially difficult during 
inclement weather.

WASHINGTON. UPl — Retire¬ 
ment privileges for supreme court 
justices recommended to congress 
yesterday by President Roosevelt 
would effect six of the present 
nine members of the supreme 
bench. 

These justices are over 70 and 
have served 10 years on the fed¬ 
eral bench: 

Chief Justice Hughes and Jus¬ 
tices Van Devanter, McReynolds, 
Sutherland, Butler and Brandeis. 

Of the six Van Devanter, Mc¬ 
Reynolds, Sutherland and Butler 
are regarded by some lawyers as 
the "conservative” wing of the 
high court, while Brandeis is con¬ 
sidered by them to belong to the 
so-called “liberal” group. 

Three Would Remain 

Should the President’s recom¬ 
mendations be enacted into law 
and the six justices retire, Jus¬ 
tices Stone, 64, Cardozo, 66, Rob¬ 
erts, 61, would be left on the 
bench. 

Of the three, Stone and Cardozo 


have come to be known as “liber¬ 
als" by some attorneys. Roberts 
sometimes has sided with them on 
important constitutional questions 
ana sometimes with the so-called 
“conservative” group. 

Roberts wrote the decision in¬ 
validating the Agriculture Adjust¬ 
ment act. 

Hughes has voted against the 
New Deal eight times and for it 
seven. In the Guffey coal decision 
he supported part of the law and 
opposed other parts.

He was 
a former Republican senator from 
Utah and had been president of 
the American Bar Association. 

Pierce Butler, 70, named by 
Harding in 1922. He was a Demo¬ 
crat and was practicing law in 
Minnesota at the time he was 
elevated to the high court.

Cysts Should 
Be Removed 
Immediately 

By CLAUD CHRISMAN, M.D. 

To repeat definition of a cyst, 
it consists of a cavity surrounded 
by a membrane or sac and con¬ 
taining a substance either fluid 
or semi-fluid. Cysts appear in 
almost innumerable forms and in 
all organs and tissues of the body. 
Most of them have a small pedicle 
or attachment to the tissue from 
which it rises, and as the contents 
increase the sac becomes distended 
to almost any size. 

The best known form of the 
internal cyst is the ovarian or 
tubal cyst, springing from the sub¬ 
stance of the ovary or tube. It 
may increase In size rapidly or 
very slowly. It may consist, and 
usually does, of one cavity, or 
partitions may develop causing 
many cavities. 

If permitted to grow over a 
period of years, a cyst may en¬ 
large so as to fill the entire abdo¬ 
men. By making pressure on the 
diaphragm and thus hampering 
the action of the heart, it causes 
marked shortness of breath. It also 
interferes with the free action of 
the stomach and liver and other 
contents of the abdomen. 

The growth is usually easily re¬ 
moved by opening the abdomen, 
draining out the contents, tying 
off the pedicle and stripping out 
the entire sac. It will never re¬ 
turn if the sac is removed, though 
another may form from a new 
focus. A cyst does not destroy 
tissue, but by causing pressure de¬ 
generation may result.

'LAST STANZA' 
SERMON TOPIC 


"The Last Stanza" is the title 
of a privately printed shapter 
which was deleted from "That 
Man Heine” when that volume was 
published by Lewis Browne, who 
will complete a series of three lec¬ 
tures in Santa Ana Monday eve¬ 
ning. 

This obscure chapter will be the 
theme of a sermon at the Uni¬ 
tarian church tomorrow night, the 
Rev Julia N. Budlong said today. 

"Brief, beautiful, and tragic, it 
epitomizes the life of the greatest 
German lyricist, who is also one 
more of the martyrs of the He¬ 
brew race in Europe," she said. 

She will endeavor to answer 
“how, on our part, we can give 
the world the best that is in our¬ 
selves without hiding it under bit¬ 
terness and hate as Heine seemed 
fated to do.” 


The title of this week’s lesson 
itself, "Jesus the Light of the 
World,” contains a wealth of 
thought far beyond our compre¬ 
hension. To try to define "light" 
is a most difficult task. About 
the best definition is simply “the 
absence of darkness." 

Light is the exact opposite and 
has the power to dispel darkness 
under certain conditions. For in¬ 
stance, in the lesson for this week, 
we are told of a blind man whose 
sight was restored by the Master. 
Now the blindness of this man 
was not because the light did not 
shine. There was an abundance of 
light about him, but because con¬ 
ditions of his body were not right, 
he was blind. 

It is easy for us to understand 
so simple an anology. We see ex¬ 
amples so often—and my heart 
goes out to one who is blind. A 
person can do without a leg, or an 
arm or hand or fingers, but little 
do we who have good eyes realize 
the plight of those who have been 
deprived! 

Milton expressed his blindness 
in a sonnet which said in part: 
"When I consider how my days 
are spent 

Ere half my days in this dark 
world and wide— 

And that one talent which is death 
to hide 

Lodged with me useless 
Though my soul more bent 
To serve therewith my maker . . ” 

The blind person has my sym¬ 
pathy.

ons, the Federal-State Market 
News service said. 

Three cars of Texas oranges 
were sold during the week at 
Portland, while supplies were gen¬ 
erally liberal with demand about 
steady. 

The California Fruit Growers 
exchange, commenting on the mar¬ 
ket as a whole, says: 

"Sales volume on oranges was 
about equal to last week with a 
decline of about 35 cents a box 
under increasing supplies. 

"The central California navel or¬ 
ange movement has been com¬ 
pleted. Total orange and grape¬ 
fruit shipments continue to ex¬ 
ceed those of recent years due 
to the heavier movement from 
Florida and Texas. 

“Under heavier supplies the 
lemon market is also easier. Sales 
show an increase during the 

week.”

LOS ANGELES, (^i—Further 
reductions in the losses estimated 
as a result of the recent cold 
weather in Southern and central 
California brought both oranges 
and lemons sold during the past 
week in Eastern and Middle West¬ 
er auction centers to a more near¬ 
ly normal price level. 

As trader's fear of an acute 
shortage of California citrus 
abated, oranges dropped 69 cents 
a box to an auction market aver¬ 
age for the week of .$4.10, still 
well ahead of normal for this time 
of year. Volume in the auctions 
was up 65 cars over the previous 
week to a total of 206 cars. 

L' -nons were 63 cents less per 
box in the auctions to an average 
of $6.65 while the volume was 
up 23 cars to a total of 111 cars. 
A lessening of the widespread flu 
and cold weather slackened de¬ 
mand somewhat for this type of 
citrus. 

The state department of agricul¬ 
ture still continues its militant ac¬ 
tion to prevent shipment or sale 
of frost damaged fruits. 

Frank Kramer, supervising in¬ 
spector, said today that the Ed¬ 
wards Fruit company of High- 
grove had been found guilty by 
a jury in Judge Garner’s court 
at Riverside of handling frozen 
fruit and that sentence would be 
imposed today. Also at Riverside 
Cecil Funk pleaded guilty to vio¬ 
lating the regulations of the de¬ 
partment and was fined $100 by 
Judge Moore. 

"There are many other com¬ 
plaints being made,” Kramer said, 
"but we have not all the reports 
in yet and so cannot say how 
many there are.” 

W. C. Frackelton, general man¬ 
ager for the Caluornia-Arizona 
orange and grapefruit marketing 
agency, announced next week's 
prorate as follows: 500 cars ®f 
navel oranges in interstate com¬ 
merce and 150 in intrastate com¬ 
merce, all from Southern Califor¬ 
nia. 

Florida’s prorate for next week 
was set at 1500 cars of early 
and mid-season oranges and 600 
cars of grapefruit. There was no 
prorate set on tangerines and no 
valencias will be allowed to be 
shipped. 

Pacific coast markets were 
slightly weaker during the week

New Deal vs. Supreme Court 

"DRESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S recommendation that con- 
•1- gress enact sweeping changes in the federal courts is 
possibly the most daring move that the New Deal has 
made, but it need cause no surprise. 

It was clearly foreshadowed in his annual message to 
both houses last Jan. 6, when he said: 

“The vital need is not alteration of our fundamental law, 
but an increasingly enlightened view with reference to it. . . . 

“We do not ask the courts to call non-existent powers into 
being, but we have a right to expect that conceded powers or 
those legitimately implied shall be made effective instrument 
for the common good. 

“The process of our democracy must not be imperiled by the 
denial of essential powers of free government." 

The recommendation made yesterday—especially the 
one asking an increase of the supreme court from 9 to 15 
members—probably will be viewed by conservatives as 
more of an attempt to stack the high tribunal with favor¬ 
able justices than a sincere effort to speed up litigation. 

And critics of the President will doubtless say that 
he is seeking to bring about the “enlightened view,” re¬ 
ferred to in his Jan. 6 message, by the simple procedure 
of adding “enlightened” new members to the bench. 

• • * 

This battle to change the supreme court is not a new 
one, having raged intermittently since the foundation of 
the republic, although we have heard little of it for three 
decades or more. 

Back in 1822, the Niles Register, an influential news¬ 
paper, made this remark editorially: 

There are two parties in the United States, most decidedly 
opposed to each other as to the rights, powers and province 
of the judiciary. 

One party claims infallibility for the judges, and would 
hedge them around about in such a manner that they cannot 
be reached by popular opinion at all, and hardly by any other 
means. 

The other would subject them to the vacillations of popular 
prejudice and seemingly to require it of them to define and 
administer the law and interpret the constitution according to 
the real or apparent expediency of things. 

The controversial situation depicted in this old 
editorial has prevailed almost continually in our history 
and has resulted in frequent changes in the number of 
justices by congress. Quoting from President Roosevelt’s 
message yesterday: 

“In almost every decade since 1789, changes have been made 
by the congress whereby the numbers of judges and the duties 
of judges in federal courts have been altered in one way or 
another. The supreme court was established with six members 
of 1789; it was reduced to five in 1801; it was increased to seven 
in 1807; it was increased to nine in 1837; it was increased to 
ten in 1863; it was reduced to seven in 1866; it was increased 
to nine in 1869.” 

Jefferson, Jackson, Lincoln, Grant are among presi¬ 
dents who attacked the supreme court in its power to hold 
legislative actions unconstitutional. 

* * * 

Reason for these repeated movements to overhaul the 
court is quite clear. 

The United States throughout the years has passed 
successively into new stages of social and industrial or¬ 
ganization. Business methods and habits of mind have 
changed. 

Those conditions of individualism that were so domi¬ 
nant in the earlier days are being gradually outgrown. 

Under these circumstances, it is not surprising that 
a president, elected in a great popular landslide, calls for 
a more “enlightened view” of his program and seeks to ob¬ 
tain it by increasing the number of justices in order to 
appoint men favorable to his views. 

* * # 1 

Yet through it all, the people as a whole, in our opin¬ 
ion, have been convinced of the integrity of the court, its 1 
freedom from partisan bias and its value to the mainte- j 
nance of the American system. 

They believe, too, that the court affords a protection 1 
to the rights of minorities—something that is essential if \ 
our democracy is not to become lop-sided. 

They are aware, furthermore, that the record of the 
American judiciary, taken as a whole, is as good, if not i 
a lot better, than that of the executive or legislative < 
branches. 

That is why we consider Mr. Roosevelt’s attack on 
the court a daring step. <
